The National B*rd of Health, 


alluded to now more or less fre- 
quently, is a commission of seven 
citizens appointed by the President, 
and four officers detailed by the de 
pHrtment*. to be a sort of aupei visory 
sanitary concern, with headquarters 
at Wuglii.igtoo. It was created by 
a bill »ignn' tbe 3d of lust Muruli. 
At tirst it was to collect information 
and advise the National and State 
authorities npon tLingB relating to 
thepoblic hmlth. Then it was given 
power to make rnleg to be "baervuil 
by any ve.si.el rnteriug our port» 
•\rbcn infection* diceases were known 
to b» OD board, and il could detail 
medical oflluers at ports, and no ves- 
sel conlii leave without a certified>, 
from him. Its powers were further 
enlarged by allowing it 'o so operate 
with Siate authorities in inforciug 
qtmruntioe, or if State authorities do 
not act, to prepare proper rules, am] 
if these are approved by the President 
La may Lave tbem enforced. Tlie 
consuls' reports of tbe pituitary coa 
dition of foreign ports,' wbiuli were 
formerly made to tbe supervUimK 
snrgeon-geoeial, are BOW direo'ed to 
be mude to the National Board, ami 
this Board H also to prounre weekly 
reports from represeutalivo plauts 
all over tbe country. Tbe recent 
session of Congress provided for tbe 
establishment of perinunent officers 
for ibis Board. ID all tliero have 
bttn appropriated {'GOO 000 for it. 


The Bluutyre colliery explosion, a 


fortnight ago, was caused by cruniual 
carelessness. In the hand of one ol the 
miners killed by the explosion wu.i found 
a tobacco-pipe. 
Pipes were also found 


beside two more of the dead. The lamp 
of another miner who wus killed was un- 
locked, and secreted in his clothes was u 
forged key for unlocking the Davy lamp. 
A tobacco-box in the pocket of the fire- 
in in contained three lamp-keys. In one 
of the men's jackets was found a pipe, 
sis lucifer matches, and two brattice 
nails tied ingeniously together so as to 
form a key for unlocking a safety lamp, 
together with a key for the same pur- 
pose made out of an ordinary door-key. 
Other forged keys, pipes and Incifer 
matches were found, showing that tbe 
rules laid down for the safety of the 
miners were systematically evaded.
